DISEASES  OF  POl'LTRY. 


BY  FRED  W.  BYERS,  LENA,  ILLINOIS. 


(Continued.) 

SURGICAL  OPERATIONS. 

In  our  last  article  it  was  recommended  to  resort 
to  surgery  in  the  treatment  of  crop-bound  poultry, 
when  other  remedies  failed.  Now  and  then  we  find 
it  necessary  to  "do  up"  a  wound,  or  "set"  a  limb  for 
bipeds  that  do  not  belong  to  the  "genus  homo." 
Occasionally  an  old  hen,  attending  to  the  wants  of  a 
family,  peels  the  head  of  a  stray  chick  as  thorough- 
ly as  any  hair-lifting  Indian  can  seal])  a  Yankee  ped- 
dler. Then  a  few  stitches  carefully  put  in  will 
draw  together  the  retracted  covering,  and  what 
might  prove  a  mortal  wound,  or  at  best  an  unsightly 
scar,  heals  quickly,  and  can  hardly  be  noticed.  At 
one  time  our  fowls  came  from  a  show  in  a  box  car, 
and  unfortunately  the  open  exhibition  coops  were 
placed  so  as  to  bring  the  "fighting  ends"  of  the 
birds  together.  Such  a  lot  of  bleeding  combs,  torn 
wattles  and  "busted"  heads  we  never  saw  before  or 
since.  If  there  was  a  Black  Cochin  in  the  lot 
without  a  "bloody  nose,"  it  was  beyond  reach  of 
any  thing  that  had  fight  in  it.  Well,  a  little  stitch- 
ing, trimming  and  sponging  soon  made  the  lot  look 
quite  respectable  again,  and  all  healed  kindly. 
Fractures  of  the  leg,  especially  of  the  shaft,  &tn 
easily  be  set  by  adjusting  the  fragments,  placing 
the  broken  ends  of  the  bones  in  position,  and  secur- 
ing them  by  a  muslin  bandage  saturated  with  white 
of  egg  or  flour  paste.  This  dries  and  hardens  rapid- 
ly, when  the  fowl  can  be  allowed  to  run  about — but 
it  might  be  well  to  keep  the  patient  by  itself  for 
fear  of  being  injured  by  others  in  the  same  yard  or 
pen.  Thigh  bones  and  wings,  if  broken,  will  be 
found  more  difficult  to  secure,  but  a  little  patience 


and  tact  will  usually  help  to  construct  something  to 
keep  the  parts  together.  It  would  be  only  in  case 
of  valuable  fowls  that  we  would  go  to  so  much 
trouble  as  to  reduce  fractures,  but  even  if  spoiled 
for  show  pen,  they  then  may  do  well  for  breeding. 
Wry  tail  may  be  remedied  by  resorting  to  surgery — ■ 
whether  it  should  ever  be  done  is  a  question  that 
others  may  decide.  Where  it  is  hereditary  there 
can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  proper  course  to  be  pur- 
sued, but  where  a  strain  is  free  from  this  deformity, 
and  it  only  occurs  in  a  single  bird,  and  that  a  fine 
one,  we  would  not  hesitate  to  operate.  Being  satis- 
fied that  it  is  not  owing  to  spinal  causes,  and  we 
want  to  see  the  tail  carried  properly,  it  will  often 
be  sufficient  to  make  a  scar  on  the  opposite  side  by 
freely  cutting  the  skin  with  a  knife  or  scissors  to 
the  distance  of  one  quarter  or  half  an  inch.  The 
point  at  which  to  cut  is  the  narrow  isthmus  con- 
necting the  "parson's  nose"  to  the  body  of  the  fowl. 
When  the  cut  heals,  the  scar  will  contract  the  tis- 
sues sufficiently  to  draw  the  tail  to  where  it  ought 
to  be.  Or,  if,  in  turning  the  tail  straight,  a  tense 
cord  can  be  felt  under  the  finger  on  the  short  side, 
it  should  be  cut  and  the  caudal  extremity  twisted  to 
the  other  side. 

This  will  sometimes  correct  the  trouble,  when 
the  scar  on  the  other  side  fails  to  do  so. 

We  have  tried  this  operation  several  times  to  test 
it,  and  believe  alien  the  spinal  column  is  not 
involved,  it  will  generally  prove  a  success. 

Slip  wings  may  often  be  made  to  retain  their 
place  by  fastening  with  tape,  or  sewing  up  in  a  cloth 
pocket.  If  the  attempt  is  made,  it  should  be  done 
while  the  chicken  is  growing.  The  wing  should  be 
carefully  folded  and  kept  in  place,  and,  as  in  cases 
of  fracture  and  other  injuries,  the  patient  should  be 
made  to  sleep  on  the  ground  covered  with  straw  or 
leeched  ashes,  until  the  fastening's  are  removed.

NOTES   FROM   THE  CHICKEN  FARM. 

BY  F.  J.  KINNEY. 

When  I  commenced  breeding  chickens  "to  feath- 
er," some  twenty  or  more  years  ago,  persons  who 
had  grown  gray  amongst  poultry,  predicted  that 
the  time  had  passed  when  people  would  pay  large 
prices  for  "fancy  feathers,"  but  instead  of  any  abat- 
ment  in  the  fever,  it  rages  more  furiously. 

Men  travel  thousands  of  miles  to  see  and  pur- 
chase thorough-bred  and  finely-marked  birds  at 
prices  that  would  have  astonished  people  in  1850; 
and -I  can  see  no  reason  why  men  or  women  who 
have  commenced  right  and  use  judgment  in  select- 
ing andi  mating  their  fowls  of  whatever  breed, 
won't  still  meet 'with  success.  The  great  advantage 
to  be  gained  in  the  pedigreeing  of  fowls,  is  to  make 
sure  of  a  specialty  of  some  kind ;  i.  e.,  either,  of  form, 
or  particular  color,, or  both.  And  when  jjersons  are 
sure  they  have  'established  a  good  point,  if  they 
stick  to  it,  and  only  keep  a  record  of  fowls  that  re- 
produce it  they  will  care  but  little  how  they  started; 
it -will  be  like  their  first  prayer,  always  to  be  thank- 
ful for,  whether  it,  was  made  in  public  or  in  their 
closets. 

I  would  ask  the  beginner  to  stick  a  pin  here,  for 
after  years  of  care  and  patient  watching  I  am  pre- 
pared'to  advise  all  to  makeup  their  mind  just  what 
they  want;  to  buy  as  near  it  as  they  can,  and  then 
undertake  to  work  up  to  their  ideal  themselves. 

The  men  who  do  this  are  the  successful .  men '  in 
poultry  breeding  as  well  as  in  all  other  branches  of 
business.  '  '  -   '  ' 

It :  is  just  the  same  as  going  to  learn  any  other 
trade ;  if  you  think  you  arc  adapted  to  the  carpenter's 
trade,  you  should  .  put  your  whole  energies  that  are 
not  absolutely  needed  for  some  other  want  into  this 
calling,  and  riot  try  to  learn  the  blacksmith's 
trade  at  the  same  time. 

If  after  a  sufficient  length  ' of  time  you  arc  con- 
vinced that. you  cannot  make  a  first-rate  carpenter,' 
then  you  may  try  blacksmithing. 

If  you  should  find  you  had  made  a  mistake  in 
selecting  from  the  breeds  of  fowls  those  best  adapted 
to  your  wants,  set  them  aside,  and  try  again,  . always 
being  cautious  about  making  changes. 

There  are  two  productions  for  which  fowls  are 
always  in  demand — laying  eggs,  and  for  poultry,  so 
it  is  well  to  keep  the  breed  in  the  best  condition 
possible,  for  one  or  both  of  these  branches  of  busi- 
ness. And  if  you  can  at  the  same  time  have  them 
please  the  fancy  ot  the  fancier,  so  much  the  better, 
as  they  make  better  customers  usually  for  surplus 
stock  than  the  butcher. 

In  some  localities  eggs  are  worth  more  than  poul- 
try, and  it  is  desirable  to  have  them  at  a  particular 
time  of  year.  For  egg  production  the  non-sitters 
should  be  chosen,  and  they  will  produce  eggs 
when  wanted,  and  in  quantities  to  suit  if  properly 
fed  and  otherwise  cared  for. 

If  early  poultry  is  wanted,  the  non-sitters  of  good 
size  are.  the  best  to  breed  from,  but  if  you  want  to  I 
raise  poultry  to  ship  in  late  fall  or  winter,  choose 


the  short-legged  Asiatics.  I  prefer  a  short  stout 
leg  on  any  fowl. 

The  bodies  of  such  fowls  may  not  be  so  stylish, 
but  they  mean  business,  and  I  keep  fowls  for  profit. 
There  are  several  biddies  of  my  acquaintance  well 
up  to  ten  years  of  age — of  various  breeds,  and  cocks 
five  years  and  more,  vigorous  as  ever. 

Invariably  such  are  low  and  broad,  compared 
with  what  would  be  called  fancy  chickens  of  same 
breeds,  by  fanciers. 

For  example,  we  will  turn  to  page  106  of  New 
Standard,  and  read,  in  speaking  of  Brown  Leg- 
horns— "Shanks  long;"  now,  in  my  opinion,  this  is 
decidedly  wrong;  shanks  should  be  medium  and 
stout. 

The  same  would-be,  or  should-be,  authority  calls 
for  a  carriage  "upright  and  stately"  in  Cochins.  I 
am  sure  that  breeders  will  demur  from  several  such 
mistakes  that  might  be  mentioned  in  the  Standard, 
and  although  the  main  part  of  the  work  is  very 
plain  and  satisfactory,  people  will  still  have  to  apply 
its  teachings,  in  some  respects,  cautiously. 

If  any  of  my  readers  are  going  to  breed  Pea  Comb 
Partridge  Cochins,  they  should  pedigree  their  hens 
that  have  yellow  legs,  same  as  cocks  must  have, 
and  if  they  are  starting  on  "Spangled  Games,"  they 
had  better  pedigree  legs  of  a  variety  of  colors,  or 
any  other  games  almost,  as  the  Standard  on  leg 
color  on  games  is  loosish  to  variable ;  also  feath- 
er coloring  on  some  of  the  varieties,  especially 
Spangles.  I  think  when  the  next  Centennial  arrives 
in  1976,  men  will  be  glad  that  the  Black  Reds,  that 
their  stock  descended  from,  were  pedigreed  about 
now,  while  there  were  five  distinct  colors  of  legs  to 
choose  from.  There  are  breeders  of  varieties  other 
than  game  that  would  like  it,  if  they  could  have 
even  two.

WINTER    FEEDING    FOR  POULTRY. 

BY  W.  H.  MERRY. 

The  kind  of  food  and  the  manner  of  preparing  it 
!  should  vary  with  the  seasons.    Greater  care  must  be 
taken  in  the  winter  than  at  any  other  season.    1  ad- 
vise the  following  plan  for  winter  feeding:    In  the 
morning  early  I  give  them  a  warm  breakfast  consist- 
ing of  corn-meal,  mixed  with  hot  water,  to  which 
|  may  be  added  cooked  potatoes  well  mixed  together 
I  with  a  sprinkling  of  pepper.    In  the  middle  of  the 
i  day  1  give  them  corn,  barley,  wheat  scrapings,  or 
!  oats,  changing  their  diet  as  much  as  possible,  and 
I  for  their  supper  I  give  them  the  same  as  at  break- 
fast.  Well-cooked  meat  should  be  given  them  at 
least  twice  a  week — in  fact,  oftener  than  this,  as 
fowls  have  a  greater  use  for  meat  during  winter 
than  any  other  time,  and  is  a  great  stimulus  to 
their  laying  in  cold  weather.    When  the  weather  is 
very  cold,  warm  drinking  should  be  supplied  to 
them.    A  drink  that  is  highly  recommended  by 
some  in  winter,  is  warm  butter-milk.    It  is  said  that 
poultry  relish  this  very  much,  and  is  an  excellent 
egg  producer. 

Another  very  important  thing  in  winter  feeding 
j  is  to  see  that  your  poultry  is  supplied  with  green 
food.    It  is  necessary  they  should  have  it,  and  they  - 
greatly  enjoy  it.    Give  them  cabbages,  turnip  tops, 
grass,  or  such  green  food  as  can  be  given. 

By  a  judicious  system  of  winter  feeding  you  .-an 
materially  increase  the  comfort  of  your  poultry,  and 
get  a  suitable  reward  in  an  increased  quantity  of 
eggs  and  the  good  health  of  your  stock.

VALUE  OF  THE  RABBIT. 

The  utilitarian  value  of  the»  rabbit  to  man  is 
greater  than  appears  at  first  sight.  Independently 
of  the  fur,  which  enters  largely  into  the  manufac- 
ture of  bats  and  other  felting  processes,  and  which 
is  often  the  first  point  of  consideration  with  warren 
proprietors,  the  skin  makes  an  excellent  glue.  The 
flesh,  if  not  particularly  nutritious,  is  at  least  a 
light  and  agreeable  article  of  food.  The  immense 
importation  from  Ostrend  to  London  is  a  proof,  on 
j  a  large  scale,  of  the  way  in  which  it  is  appreciated.

We  want  to  impress  this  fact  in  the  minds  of  our 
readers  :  Give  your  fowls  good  warm  -winter  quar- 
I  ters  and  a  plenty  of  fresh  water.  The  cold  storms 
of  winter  are  too  much  for  poultry  unsheltered  and 
the  ordinary  supply  of  water  is'  frozen  up.  The 
seeds  of  disease  are'  often  sown  in  the  Winter  and 
will  show  themselves  next  Spring  and  Summer  in 
a  plentiful  crop  of  cholera  and  other  ailments.

THE  DARK  BRAHMA. 

Every  amateur  who  would  keep  poultry  for  pleas- 
ure, should  have  an  intelligent  idea  of  what  he 
wants,  or  which  breed  will  yield  him  most  of  that 
pleasure  he  seeks.  How  many  changes  have  been  rung 
on  that  old  question,  "What  is  the  best  breed  ?"  The 
various  answers  may  be  in  a  large  measure  accounted 
for  by  the  fact,  that  the  birds  possessing  much 
vitality,  of  any  breed,  give  great  satisfaction  to  their 
owners.  "He  may  be  a  scrub,"  says  the  jockey, 
"but  he  is  all  horse,"  and  many  a  man  feels  thp  same 
satisfaction  with  his  vigorous  chickens. 

For  real  profit,  all  tilings  considered,  our  opinion 
is,  the  Light  Brahma  is  oftenest  a  success.    But  we 
will  not  argue  the  case  against  the  Leghorn,  which, 
if  equally  vigorous,  will  perhaps  lay  more  eggs,  and 
sooner   comes   to  maturity.     We  have  seen  first 
crosses  between  the  two  breeds,  and  as  Wright  says 
in  his  poultry  book,  probably  they  are  the  best 
layers  in  the  world.    But  what  amateur  or  fancier 
wants  to  fool  around  with  crosses,  and  certainly  life 
being  short,  and  time  precious,  he  cannot  afford  to 
waste  either  in  the  attempt,  if  possible,  to  make  a 
new  breed.    Most  would  prefer  to  keej)  a  few  more, 
if  necessary,  and  look   beyond  mere  profit,  for  a 
breed  which  shall  furnish  them  the  most  pleasure, 
and  lend  the  zest  of  interest  to  their  efforts  as  breed- 
ers.   To  such,  we  commend  the  Dark  Brahmas.  To 
us  there  is  little  such  interest  in  any  breed  which 
throws  all  chickens  so  nearly  alike  that  we  have 
only  to  eat  a  few  deformed  ones,  and  the  rest  pass 
muster.    There  is  also  too  little  interest  in  any 
breed  of  which  the  chicks  feathsr  so  quickly  that 
in  a  few  weeks  they  are  only  distinguished  from  the 
old  ones  by  their  size;  and  remind  us  of  a  communi- 
ty of  Shakers,  where  all  ages  dress  alike,  and  every 
child  appears  simply  a  little  old  man  or  woman. 
Most  will  admit  there  is  little  real  pleasure  in  secur- 
ing a  home  complete  at  the  start,  compared  to  add- 
ing little  by  little  each  year,  and  thus  always  enjoy- 
ing an  increase  of  beauty  or  comfort.    Just  this 
growing  beauty  and  interest  are  to  us  the  charms  of 
the  Dark  Brahma.    The  mature  bird,  if  a  good  one, 
presents  unusual  beauty  in  his  glossy  black  breast; 
(or  none  the  less  if  mottled,)  his  clear  white  "duck 
wing;"  and  mstallic  green  or  bronze  wing  bow  ;  his 
white  ornamental  feathers,  so  beautifully  pencilled; 
or  if  hens,  the  different,  but  always  beautiful,  greys. 
Such  birds  are  no  sudden  or  sure  result.    AVhat  dif- 
ficult possibilities  they  present.    Wright  has  some- 
where written  that  English  veteran  breeders  are 
satisfied  if  they  find  five  extra  birds  in  one  hundred, 
and  yet  for  those,  they  and  we  are  willing  to  strive. 
This  alone  would  perhaps  be  an  uninviting  state- 
ment; but  it  suggests  a  continued  interest,  when  it 
is  also  stated  that  the  Dark  Brahma  is  a  bird  of  per- 
petual surprises.    Who  but  from  experience  would 
predict  such  birds  from  the  newly-hatched  chicks,  i 
some  nearly  brown,  others  a  clingy  grey.    From  that 
age,  they  show  a  succession  of  changes.    The  cock 
chicken,  if  vigorous,  soon  assumes  a  plain  and  rusty 
garb,  and  we  may  well  doubt  if  he  will  ever  amount 


to  much.  A  few  long  loose  feathers  of  a  dirty  grey 
appear  on  his  hock,  and  we  are  about  ready  to  slay 
him  for  this  deformity.  His  wings  are  spread  over 
his  back,  and  display  an  ugly  mixture  of  white, 
black,  grey  and  often  brown  feathers.  We  look  in 
vain  for  the  duck  wing,  or  indeed  any  evidence  of 
future  beauty.  Thus  he  appears,  until  at  three 
months  old  we  discover  two  or  three  glossy  feath- 
ers on  his  wing  bow,  of  a  rich  metallic  green  or 
bronze.  They  are  the  forerunners  of  a  second  plum- 
age. Little  by  little  they  encroach  on  the  wing, 
cover  the  hock,  and  spread  over  the  breast,  until,  at 
five  months,  you  have  a  bird  of  decent  appearance. 
Now  you  may  judge  pretty  nearly  what  he  will  be, 
though  his  wing  is  not  yet  down  in  place.  Through 
the  straggling  quills  you  may  now  see  his  delicately- 
jDencilled  back.  The  tail  is  now  long,  loose,  and 
straggling.  Examine  closely  such  a  bird,  and  you 
are  again  surprised  to  find  an  army  of  pin  feathers. 
They  are  his  wedding  suit.  At  seven  or  eight 
months  you  have  your  exhibition  bird  of  beauty  un- 
surpassed, if  a  good  one.  If  his  breast  be  only  slight 
ly  mottled,  more  than  likely  at  eighteen  months 
he  will  again  surprise  you  by  showing  it  clear 
black,  and  his  whole  dress  of  a  more  decided  color. 
The  change  in  pullets,  if  less  marked,  is  still  inter- 
esting. The  first  feathers  will  be  indistinct,  or 
lacking  in  character,  with  generally  more  or  less  of 
a  smoky  breast,  especially  if  bred  from  a  black- 
breasted  sire.  Her  wedding  suit  will  always  show  a 
marked  improvement,  though  not  always  or  indeed 
often  perfect.  A  lack  of  pencilling  on  the  breast 
will  not  indicate  poor  breeding,  but  simply  that  her 
parents  were  mated  to  throw  the  best  cocks  instead 
of  pullets.  We  have  thus  hastily  shown  the  Dark 
Brahma  as  a  bird  of  continued  interest.  From  sev- 
eral years'  experience  with  the  pure-imported  "Lady 
Gwydyr"  strain,  we  judge  they  have  been  rather 
closely  inbred,  though  we  have  used  two  separate 
importations.  Though  such  need  careful  handling, 
we  judge  they  are  the  only  safe  and  sure  birds  to 
use,  as  "breeding  out,"  while  sometimes  a  necessity, 
is  attended  with  great  danger  to  their  color  and 
that  evenness  of  shade,  which  is  their  great  beauty.

in  the  West  to  make  a  grand  rally  to  the  National 
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and  make  it  a  success.  Here  we  can  see  on  exhibi 
tion  birds  and  pets  from  all  parts  of  our  nation. 
Here  we  will  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing  perhaps 
the  best  stock  that  ever  was  on  exhibition,  and  here 
I  consider  we  will  have  an  opportunity  to  learn  more 
of  pure-bred  poultry  than  at  any  other  place  in  the 
same  length  of  time.  Here  we  will  meet  all  of  the 
most  noted  breeders  in  our  land,  and  here  we  will 
be  permitted  to  mingle  our  voices  together,  and  from 
each  other  receive  instruction  that  no  other  place 
affords.  Then  I  say,  brethren,  let  us  make  it  a  point 
to  go  to  Chicago,  and  if  we  have  any  thing  that  will 
help  to  ornament  the  great  exposition  building,  let 
us  take  it  along,  even  if  we  do  not  take  a  prize, 
for  all  cannot  certainly  have  the  prize-bird,  but  we 
want  to  make  a  show,  and  let  the  people  of  the  East, 
North  and  South,  as  well  as  the  West,  see  we  are  alive 
to  the  interests  of  pure  bred  poultry  and  pets.  We 
do  not  claim  that  the  East,  North  and  South  have 
no  interest  in  the  National  Show,  for  they  have; 
but  we  claim,  situated  as  it  is,  it  depends  more  on 
the  Wrcst  than  on  any  other  particular  locality  to 
make  a  grand  rally,  and  all 'turn  out  and  throw  in 
our  mite  to  help  it  along.  Many  of  us  in  the  West, 
and  myself  in  particular,  are  situated  in  rather  an  is- 
solated  place  as  regards  fanciers,  not  having  an  op- 
portunity of  meeting  with  other  breeders  or  seeing 
other  than  their  own  stock.  Our  local  shows  are  of 
a  great  benefit  in  this  particular,  but  the  National 
I  consider  to  be  the  cap  sheaf.  Now,  brother  fan- 
ciers, with  this  number  ot  our  valuable  Argus  ends 
the  year  of  1875,  and  during  the  year  that  will  soon 
have  the  month  of  darkness  thrown  over  it.

IDEAL  BIRDS. 

I  hardly  know  what  to  write  to  interest  your  read- 
ers. I  cannot  give  you  a  cholera  remedy,  or  a  new 
plan  for  a  poultry-house,  and  if  I  speak  of  the  num- 
ber and  beauty  of  my  pets,  and  of  how  successfully 
I  have  sent  birds  from  Maine  to  Oregon,  of  how  they 
have  suited  everybody,  this  would,  beside  being  un- 
1  true,  smack  too  much  of  getting  in  an  unpaid  adver- 
tisement. .  Of  course  I  have  experienced  many 
!  interesting  things  in  a  small  way,  yet  they  are  but 
the  common  lot  of  all,  aud  seem  dry  to  outsiders. 
Perhaps  if  I  should  tell  you  that  I  am  struggling  to 
outdo  everybody  in  breeding  my  specialty  up  to  a 
yet-unheard-of  standard,  it  wouldn't  be  far  out  of 
the  way.  Why  every  breeder  should  not  strive  to 
establish  a  strain  of  birds  peculiarly  his  own,  and 
not  have  to  certify  that  his  stock  is  from  Dr.  Coop- 
er, or  Henry  Belden,  or  Felch,  or  Todd,  to  get  any- 
body to  believe  he  has  pure-bred  chicks  seems 
strange  and  unnecessary.  I  am  not  going  to  be  partic- 
ularly influenced  by  any  one's  fancy  in  my  breed- 
ing, nor  shall  I  copy  largely  any  one's  style,  but  I 
am  going  it  pretty  much  on  ruy  own  hook  in  every 
way.  If  I  freeze  to  any  one  theory,  I  am  sure  to 
have  it  kicked  over  by  the  next  article  I  read,  and 
as  long  as  it  is  much  a  matter  of  fancy  and  as  the 
ijame-fowl  of  to-day  is  pretty  much  an  ideal  bird,  as 
I  he  used  to  be  any  bird  that  would  stand  in  battle, 
I  have  fixed  an  ideal,  a  huge  one  in  many  respects,  to 
which  I  am  striving  to  bring  all  the  aids  I  am  able, 
in  fact  and  in  imagination. 

Ever  since  I  read  about  the  training  of  fleas  in 
military  drill  and  fancy  dancing,  and  all  in  the 
short  space  of  six  months,  the  maximum  of  flea 
life,  I  have  been  impressed  more  than  ever  with 
the  necessity  of  early  education  and  example  in  the 
shaping  of  chicken  life.    Outside  the  standard  re- 
•  quirement  of  feather,  to  which  we  must  all  bow  if 
I  we  show  our  birds  for  prizes,  I  am  going  to  exalt 
!  my  chicks  wonderfully  in  many  ways,  and  as  the 
i  show  bird  is  said  to  be  liable  to  lose  courage  in 
running  upward  in  the  sriraffe  requirements,  lam 
going  to  work  on  station  as  the  best  thing  left.  I 
have  employed  with  some  success  this  season  as  an 
:  example  to  my  chicks,  a  docile  crane,  to  which  they 
!  have  looked  up  with  a  feeling  of  envy,  and  what 
!  little  spirit  they  could  muster  has  evidently  been 
]  roused  to  emulation.    Occupying  the  relation  to 
'  poultry  that  the  race  horse  does  among  equines,  or 
',  the  greyhound  in  the  canine  world,  the  modern 
game-cock  of  my  ideal  must  look  upward,  "stretch 
every  reaching  of  his  soul"'  for  station.    Those  who 
don't  believe  they  were  made  to  fight,  but  to  orna- 
ment gentlemen's  yards,  I  know  will  second  anoth- 
er earnest  move  toward  the  craning  idea.    Old  cock- 
ers, of  course,  will  make  fun  of  them  and  bet  there 
isn't  any  game  in  them — that  not  one  cock  in  a 
hundred  with  a  clear  red  hackle  will  be  other  than 
;>  runaway,  yet  I  won't  mind  them,  but  keep  a  few 
of  the  old-time  sort  to  show  them,  just  to  change 
the  subject,  and  still  cling  to  the  main  question, 
that  of  station — craning — stilling.     In  accidents 
and  tragedies,  in  chicken  life,  I  can  show  the  best 
record  ot  the  season.    My  imported  hen  Jessie  (99) 
she  of  the  934  points  of  your  Polo  show,  after  lay- 
ing 10S  eggs  from  January  8th  right  along  through 
the  Arctic  winter,  while  weakened  by  sitting,  was 
killed  by  a  fierce  cock  into  whose  yard  she  acci- 
dentally intruded.    Provean  (99),  after  two  fearful 
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battles,  in  the  last  of  which  he  lost  an  eye,  was 
Anally  used  up  a  few  weeks  ago  by  some  baggage- 
smasher  on  a  hack  somewhere  in  Indiana,  while  in 
transit  to  a  purchaser.  No  cholera  or  roup,  not  a 
chick  lost  by  disease  of  three  hundred  bred  this 
season,  but  in  personal  difficulties  and  mysterious 
visitations  quite  a  number  faded  away.  My  Bant- 
ams have  "grown  small  and  beautifully  less"  too, 
until  the  shrinkage  is  strikingly  suggestive  of 
every  thing  but  great  results.  My  little  girl  has 
read  Gulliver's  travels  in  Liliputia  to  them  so 
much  of'tener  than  she  has  fed  them,  and  as  you 
know  they  are  such  little  minies  and  so  well  satis- 
fied with  small  things  that  they  have  appreciated 
it  wonderfully,  and  I  feel  very  grateful  to  them  too 
as  well  as  my  child.    Yours,  Lippitt. 


THE  PLYMOUTH  ROCK  FOWL,. 


DR.  A.  M.  DICKIE  IN  FANCIERS'  JOURNAL. 

No.  1. — Origin  and  History. 
In  undertaking  to  write  a  few  articles  on  the  ori- 
gin, history,  and  the  economic  points  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Rock  fowl,  we  do  not  wish  to  be  regarded 
as  a  special  pleader  who  is  unable  to  see  or  admit 
any  good  qualities  in  other  breeds  of  fowls.  We 
have  no  particular  strain  to  magnify  and  exalt,  nor 
any  birds  to  enter  in  the  "Poultry  Pedigree  Book," 
nor  even  a  book  to  advertise,  but  will  endeavor  to 
relate  a  "plain,  unvarnished  tale,"  with  naught  ex- 
terminated. 

In  these  days  of  keen  rivalry,  and  sharp  and  some- 
times unscrupulous  competition,  every  man's  mo- 
tives are  scrutinized ;  and,  on  the  merest  shadow  of 
probability,  he  is  accused  of  having  an  ax  to  grind, 
or  at  least  suspected  of  having  a  hatchet  in  his 
sleeve.  We  hope  no  one  will  be  misled  by  these 
remarks.  We  are  tree  to  acknowledge  that  we 
breed  Plymouth  Rock  fowls  (as  any  one  can  see 
who  reads  the  advertising  columns  of  the  poultry 
journals),  and  we  breed  them  to  sell,  but  we  here 
and  now  disclaim  any  intention  to  advertise  our 
own  stock  in  these  articles.  No  man  can  write  un- 
derstandingly  of  a  breed  with  which  he  is  not  prac- 
tically acquainted — and  he  ought  not  to  be  accused 
of  self-seeking  when  he  undertakes  to  describe  a 
breed  with  which  he  is  familiar. 

The  Plymouth  Rock  fowl  is  one  which  is  as  yet 
but  little  known  outside  of  the  fancy,  and  not  as 
well  kuown  in  it  as  its  merits  deserve.  It  has  not 
been  heralded  by  costly  colored  illustrations  and 
long  articles  in  books  and  journals ;  but,  notwith- 
standing its  obscurity,  it  is  the  peer  of  any  of  the 
far-famed,  much  advertised  breeds  in  any  quality 
that  makes  a  breed  valuable. 

There  has  been  some  contradiction  in  reference  to 
the  origin  of  the  Plymouth  Rock,  some  giving  one 
source  and  some  another.  Fortuoately,  however, 
there  will  be  no  occasion  lor  so  wordy  a  war  as  has 
been  waged  in  reference  to  the  origin  and  history 
of  the  Brahma.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  ransack 
the  records  of  the  Custom  House,  or  to  go  into  such 
learned  anatomical,  geographical,  and  polemical  dis- 


sertations as  have  been  evolved  in  s:  tiling  the  ques- 
tion of  the  origin  and  subsequent  history  of  that 
"  Royal "  bird.  (N.  B.  Who  can  now  give  the 
origin  of  the  Brahma  fowl? 

Some  thirty  years  ago,  Dr.  Bennett,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, the  most  noted  fancier  of  his  day,  pro- 
duced some  sort  of  a  cross-bred  fowl  which  he 
named  Plymouth  Rock;  but  whatever  may  have 
been  its  breeding  or  its  merits,  it  completely  died 
out,  and  contributed  nothing  whatever  to  the  breed 
I  of  to-day,  except,  perhaps,  its  name.  Why  it  was 
j  that  so  eminent  and  so  capable  a  fancier  as  Doctor 
Bennett  allowed  his  Plymouth  Rock  fowl  to  disap- 
pear so  soon  and  so  utterly,  is  hard  to  tell.  It  may 
have  failed  to  come  up  to  his  idea  of  what  a  fowl 
should  be;  or,  probably  the  jurore  created  about 
that  time  by  the  appearance  of  the  Asiatic  fowls 
so  engaged  his  attention  that  all  other  fancy  inter- 
ests were  absorbed  by  that  grand  coup.  Prom 
whaterer  cause,  it  undoubedly  had  a  brief  ran,  and 
was  forgotten  until  the  introduction  of  the  present 
Plymouth  Rock,  some  seven  years  ago. 

At  the  show,  given  under  the  auspices  of  the 
New  England  Poultry  Club,  at  \V  orcester,  Massa- 
chusetts, in  1808,  Mr.  D.  A.  Upham,  of  Connecticut, 
exhibited  the  first  Plymouth  Rocks,  as  we  know 
them.  They  attracted  the  attention  of  fanciers  and 
others,  and  were  much  admired.  This  successful 
introduction  of  the  birds  to  the  public  lead  others 
to  breed  fowls  like  them,  or  as  near  like  them  as 
they  could.  Thus  the  several  parties  had  each  his 
I  own  particular  "strain"  or  kind  of  Plymouth  Rocks, 
|  each  differing  from  the  other.  It  was  hinted,  and 
even  printed,  that  they  were  produced  by  a  cross 
between  a  Dominique  cock  and  a  Black  Java  or 
Cochin  hen.  This  may  have  been  the  origin  of 
some  of  the  different  strains,  but  it  is  inapplicable 
to  Mr.  TJpham's,  which  is  the  genuine  original 
strain,  and  has,  since  1868,  furnished  blood  directly 
or  indirectly  to  all  the  others. 

Mr.  Upham  is  a  genuine  fancier  and  has  bred  fine 
poultry  for  at  least  a  quarter  of  a  century.  His 
home  is  in  the  town  of  Thompson,  in  (he  north-east 
corner  of  Connecticut,  In  1855  or  1 856,  his  atten- 
tion was  drawn  to  some  fine,  large,  hawk-colored 
fowls,  belonging  to  A.  M.  Spaulding,  an  acquaint- 
ance of  his.  Mr.  Upham  and  a  neighbor  by  the 
name  of  Town  called  upon  Mr.  Spaulding  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  what  they  could  concerning  the 
breeding  of  his  fowls,  and  to  purchasing  a  few  of 
them,  if  any  were  for  sale.  Mr.  Spaulding,  it 
seems,  was  not  a  fancier,  and  could  give  no  very 
definite  information  concerning  the  pedigree  or 
blood  of  his  fowls.  He  bred  them  for  market  only, 
and  always  tried  to  have  them  as  large  and  fine  as 
possible,  without  regard  to  plumage  or  purity  of 
j  blood.  Mr.  Upham  selected  and  finally  bought  two 
;  pullets  and  a  cockerel  and  took  them  home  with 
him.  He  bred  them  with  no  very  satisfactory  re- 
i  suits.  A  few  of  the  finest  pullets  were  selected  and 
J  mated  with  a  cock  of  his  own  raising,  resembling 
them  in  color  and  general  characteristics.

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BREED  OXE  VARIETY. 


As  a  rale,  we  are  constrained  to  repeat  what  we 
have  hitherto  advised,  that  if  poultry  fanciers  would 
breed  but  one  variety  of  fowls,  and  do  that  well, 
they  would  find  it  more  satisfactory  in  the  end,  and 
quite  as  remunerative  as  trying  half  a  dozen  kinds, 
with  indifferent  results. 

Large  poultry  keepers,  located  at  central  points, 
will  always  carry  different  breeds  in  their  more  ex- 
tensive yards,  and  through  careful  system  they  suc- 
ceed. But  for  the  lesser  breeder,  or  what  is  gen- 
erally understood  as  the  ordinary  fowl  "fancier," 
one  variety  is  sufficient  upon  a  moderate-sized 
place,  however  many  of  that  race  such  fancier  may 
produce. 

The  inclination  to  reduce  the  numbers  of  kinds 
kept  by  most  small  poulterers,  after  a  year  or  two's 
experience  with  them,  is  certain  to  follow;  and  the 
danger  of  such  multiplied  varieties  getting  crossed 
is  too  great,  ordinarily,  while  the  necessity  of  pre- 
venting this  result  entails  too  much  trouble  and 
care,  usually. 

To  breed  his  fowls  pure  and  clean,  and  to  bring 
his  chosen  specimens  up  to  the  highest  require- 
ments of  the  Standard,  if  he  intends  to  be  a  com- 
petitive exhibitor,  is  a  leading  object  with  such 
fancier.  And  if  taint  occurs  among  his  birds,  his 
whole  work  is  destroyed,  his  fowls  are  disqualified, 
and  his  time  and  money  are  lost. 

By  adhering  to  the  one  favorite  variety,  and 
improving  it  constantly,  through  careful  selection 
and  skillful  mating,  for  "points,"  whatever  his  choice 
may  be  as  to  the  kind  he  prefers,  he  will  soon 
come  to  be  best  content  with  one  good  breed,  while 
his  reputation  for  reproducing  that  kind  may  thus 
become  sooner  and  more  certainly  established. 

Yet,  while  we  "are  free  to  maintain"  that,  ordina- 
rily, it  is  best  to  keep  one  variety  only,  we  are  not 
disposed  to  be  dogmatic  on  this  point.  All  honor 
to  the  enterprise  and  skill  of  the  extensive  breeder 
who  is  able  to  manage  the  breeds  well;  and  if  the 
fancier  finds  it  necessary  to  indulge  in  several  varie- 
ties in  order  to  satisfy  his  taste,  nobody  should  say 
him  nay.  We  are  merely  endeavoring  to  point  out 
the  difficulties  and  drawbacks  in  the  way  of  hand- 
ling several  breeds,  so  that  the  novice  may  proceed 
understanding!  y  from  the  outset. — Poultry  World. 


BUCKWHEAT  FOR  POl'LTKY. 


Buckwheat  is  on6  of  the  most  staple  articles  of 
poultry  food.  It  is  very  fattening,  an  excellent  egg 
producer,  and  very  much  relished  by  the  poultry. 
It  is  not  perhaps  used  so  extensively  here  as  in 
Europe.  In  England,  France,  and  especially  in 
Germany,  it  forms  not  only  an  important  part  of 
poultry  food,  but  is  much  used  for  various  culinary 
purposes.  The  great  advantage  it  has  over  other 
cereals  is  that  it  thrives  luxuriantly  even  on  the 
poorest  land.  Those  who  have  not  tested  its  value 
as  poultry  food,  we  ad  vise  to  give  it  a  trial.— Gazette.

Many  breeders  there  are  among  the 
j  most  extensive  and  enterprising  chicken  men  we 
I  have  ever  had  in  America,  and  in  the  yards  of  the 
j  leading  fanciers,  both  of  land  and  water-fowl,  there 
may  now  be  seen  the  choicest  varieties,  and  the 
most  extensive  flocks  of  good  birds  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic.  We  are  happy  to  know  that  the  suc- 
cess of  our  friends  in  that  region  has  been  so  gen- 
erally flattering,  and  we  congratulate  the  Western 
breeders  of  poultry  upon  their  enterprise  and  zeal 
as  well  as  their  propriety  in  the  direction  noted."

A 
single  passing  duck,  or  a  greater  number,  as  the  case 
may  be,  attracted  by  the  industrious  motions  of  the 
decoys,  come  tumbling  down  to  join  in  the  splash- 
ing, and  receive  the  fire  of  the  hunters.  If  success- 
ful, every  one  of  the  five  stands  up,  duck  fashion,  in 
the  water,  shakes  its  wings,  and  with  its  "cah-cah- 
cah"  testifies  appreciation  of  the  sport.    At  the  con- 

I  elusion  of  the  day's  sport,  they  fly  homeward,  or  ride 
on  the  bow  of  the  skiff,  as  directed  by  Mr.  Jardine. 
He  has  been  offered  fabulous  sums  for  "Dick"  and 
the  four  feminine  decoys,  but  money  cannot  buy 
them.

PROFITS  OK  FOFETBIV. 

Few  Farmers  really  know  how  great  a  profit  can 
be  made  from  the  careful  rearing  of  poultry  for  eggs 
and  food.  By  careful  and  judicious  management 
the  cost  of  keeping  a  single  fowl  for  one  year  should 
not  exceed  fifty  cents,  and  on  the  farm,  where  the 
chickens  are  left  to  scratch  for  themselves,  the  cost 
will  fall  far  below  this  estimate.  Ordinarily  the 
average  production  from  each  hen  will  be  three  eggs 

i  per  week  or  150  per  year.  Many  of  the  best  egg- 
producing  breeds  will  produce  two  hundred  to  two 
hundred  and  fifty  eggs  per  year.  This  estimate  is 
low.  Many  cases  are  on  record  where  the  egg  prod- 
uct of  a  single  hen  has  reached  as  high  as  three  hun- 
dred. The  price  of  eggs  in  the  West  at  our  small 
towns  where  farmers  generally  find  a  market  will 

i  average  about  $1.50  per  hundred.  In  the  summer 
the  price  ranges  from  ten  to  fifteen  cents  per  dozen 
and  in  the  tall  and  winter  from  twenty  to  thirty 
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cents  so  that  .$1.50  per  hundred  is  rather  below  than 
above  the  average  price.  Taking  these  estimates, 
we  have  as  the  yearly  product  from  a  single  hen 
$2.25  or  nearly  450  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  keep- 
ing the  fowl.  These  are  not  merely  figures  of  the 
imagination.  Any  one  with  a  knowledge  of  the  sim- 
plest rules  of  arithmetic  may  make  a  calculation,  and 
the  result  will  be  found  as  given  above.  What  other 
business  is  there  in  which  an  investment  will  give 
such  an  immense  profit  ?  Gold  mining  and  boring  for 
oil  fall  far  below  this  in  profit  paid  on  the  investment. 
In  the  East  where  the  price  of  eggs  averages  much 
higher-than  in  the  West  the  percentage  of  profit  is 
nearly  double  what  it  is  here.  There  instead  of 
$1.50  per  hundred  the  average  paid  is  $3.00  whilst 
the  cost  of  keeping  fowls  is  only  increased  about 
25  per  cent.  There  is  a  mine  of  wealth  for  the 
enterprising  breeder  who  will  locate  at  some  of  the 
Eastern  markets  and  raise  poultry  on  a  large  scale. 
An  annual  net  profit  of  $3.50  on  each  hen  kept  may 
be  easily  realized.  Multiply  these  figures  by  the 
number  of  hens  that  may  be  kept  profitably  on 
twenty  acres  of  land,  and  you  will  find  that  an  im- 
mense profit  may  be  made  on  a  very  small  investment.

F.4NTAILS. 


A  correspondent  writes:  "Will  you  please  tell 
me  the  general  'fancy  points'  of  a  Fantail,  for,  al- 
though so  common,  I  think  most  young  fanciers 
like  myself  are  ignorant  of  the  comparative  value  of 
the  properties  V  The  tail  is  of  course  most  import- 
ant; now  I  want  to  know  how  many  feathers  it 
should  have.  I  have  one  with  thirty-six  feathers ; 
isn't  that  extra  good?  Its  tail  is  so  heavy  that  it 
can't  carry  it  straight." 

The  merits  of  a  Fantail  do  not  depend  on  the 
mere  number  of  its  tail  feathers,  although  this  is 
the  property  from  which  their  name  is  derived. 
Thus  also,  although  the  large,  inflated  crop  of  the 
Pouter  names  the  breed  that  property  should  not 
possess  pre-eminence  over  the  others.  In  judging 
a  Fantail,  we  never  care  to  count  the  feathers  of  the 
tail;  all  we  desire  is  to  see  the  bird  standing  on  the 
floor,  and  see  how  it  "carries,"  the  shape  and  even- 
ness of  the  tail,  together  with  number  of  rows  com- 
posing it.  The  best  Fantails  have  three  rows  of 
feathers  in  the  tail,  although  many  fine  ones  have 
only  two  rows ;  none  should  have  less.  A  Fantail 
with  only  one  row  is  worthless.  The  number  of 
feathers  should  be  not  less  than  twenty-four,  nor 
more  than  thirty-six — the  latter  is  rarely  attained. 
Birds  with  forty-two  tail  feathers  have  been  bred, 
but  then  they  are  unable  to  carry  their  tails  erect. 
A  bird,  such  as  our  correspondent's,  unable  to  manage . 
thirty -six  feathers,  is  not  nearly  so  valuable  as  one 
with  only  twenty-eight  feathers  properly  carried. 
The  carriage  of  a  Fantail  should  be  very  conceited, 
the  breast  bulging  out,  and  the  head  thrown  back 


until  it  touches  the  tail.  The  back  should  be  short — 
hardly  any  back  at  all.  The  feet  should  be  small 
and  delicate,  of  a  bright  red  color  and  free  from 
feathers.  A  few  fanciers  cultivate  a  booted  bird, 
and  prefer  it;  to  our  eye  it  is  not,  however,  nearly 
so  neat  and  trim.  In  size  the  Fantail  should  be 
small.  In-breeding  will  improve  this  bird,  if  it  is 
not  carried  to  excess  so  as  to  cause  loss  of  vigor. 

ROUP  IN  PIGEONS. 

Dear  Sir: — Enclosed  rind  fifty  cents  for  Pigeon 
Loft.  Please  inform  me  what  can  be  done  with 
pigeons  when  they  have  sore  mouth  and  running 
at  the  nose.  I  have  lost  several  valuable  birds  by 
it.    Yours  truly,  John  Brown. 

Hanoversville,  Northampton  Co.,  Pa, 
[Ans.  : — This  can  easily  be  cured,  if  attended  to 
in  time,  but  if  allowed  to  have  its  course  unmolested, 
will  likely  result  in  the  death  of  the  pigeon  if  a 
young  one;  an  old  bird  will  frequently  live  through 
it  without  being  doctored.  The  treatment  we  have 
found  most  successful  is  this :  Remove  all  the  mat- 
ter accumulated  on  the  beak  and  within  the  mouth, 
wash  well  with  hot  water  (as  hot  as  a  person  can 
bear  to  put  his  finger  in),  and  afterwards  rub  inside 
the  throat,  around  and  in  the  nostrils  with  a  feather 
dipped  in  alum  water.  Continue  this  treatment 
once  or  twice  a  day  until  the  bird  is  cured.  If  it  is 
in  the  winter,  and  the  birds  are  very  sick,  it  will  be 
best  to  remove  to  warm  quarters  at  night, — Ed.] 
corn. 

As  the  cold  weather  approaches,  the  supply  of 
wheat  should  be  diminished  and  that  of  corn  in- 
creased until  about  the  last  of  October.  Corn  should 
be  fed  regularly.  Wheat  (and  other  grains,  such  as 
barley  and  buckwheat,)  should  be  given  only  occa- 
sionally for  variety.  Corn  is  very  heating,  and, 
during  the  cold  weather,  keeps  the  pigeons  in  bet- 
ter condition  than  any  other  food.  New  corn  is 
'  sure  to  physic  the  birds,  and  must  never  be  fed, 
unless  first  heated  until  all  the  dampness  is  re- 
moved. 

WATER. 

As  the  weather  gets  colder,  the  water  need  not 
be  removed  every  day  as  is  advisable  for  the  warm 
months.  If  the  fountain  is  of  sufficient  siz3,  fresh 
water  need  not  be  given  oftener  than  once  in  three 
or  four  days.  In  very  cold  weather  when  the  wa- 
ter at  the  mouth  or"  the  fountain  freezes,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  pour  in  some  boiling  hot  water  the 
next  morning  until  it  melts.  The  bath  need  not  be 
given  so  often  now,  but  is  nevertheless  advantageous 
on  warm  days — once  or  twice  a  week. 

WHITE  MICE. 

White  mice  are  real  pretty  little  pets  ;  having 
bright  red  eyes  which  contrast  most  strikingly  and 
beautifully  with  their  snowy  white  coats.  They  are 
also  very  cunning,  and  can  be  taught  innumerable 
tricks  and  pranks  which  will  afford  an  endless 
souiC3  of  amusement  to  their  owners  and  friends. 
They  can  be  bought  for'  fifty  cents  a  pair,  and  soon 
a  large  family  will  be  raised,  with  which  the  young 
owner  can  make  acceptable  presents  to  hosts  of 
eager  friends  and  playmates;  or,  if  the  boy-fancier  is 
•i   commercial  one  on  a  small  scale,  a  profit  quite 
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niagnificient  to  boyish  eyes,  can  be  realized.  The 
doe  has  from  four  to  twelve  at  a  litter,  and  can  hare 
litters  very  frequently.  Awhile  before  the  birth  of 
the  young  the  male-parent  should  be  removed,  as  he 
will  kill  them.  Sometimes  these  are  exceptions, 
but,  as  a  rule,  the  fathers  are  most  unmercifully  I 
cruel,  and  will  kill  their  offspring  soon  after  birth. 
One  male  can  be  bred  with  five  or  six  females.  For 
nesting  places  the  box  should  be  furnished  with  a  ! 
cotton  or  rope  untwisted,  and  it  is  interesting  to  ob- 
serve what  snug  little  nests  they  will  make  for 
themselves.  Fresh  material  should  be  given  once  a 
week.  There  are  various  styles  of  fancy  cages  sold, 
but  they  are  all  objectionable;  it  being  almost  im- 
possible to  clean  them.  An  ingenious  lad  can  manu- 
facture a  nice  cage  to  suit  his  fancy.  A  good  plain  | 
one  can  easily  be  made  by  taking  a  common  trap- 
box  and  setting  it  on  its  side,  putting  a  shelf  half- 
way up  for  a  second  story.  In  one  corner  a  hole 
should  be  cut,  and  a  ladder  can  be  put  in.  or  the 
mice  will  run  up  and  down  the  wall.  The  whole 
back  should  be  put  on  iiinges  for  a  door.  The  floor 
should  be  strewn  with  clean  sand,  and  thereby  can 
readily  be  cleaned. 


J3IRDS  OF  XORT1I  AMEKIt'A. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  number  15  of  the  Birds  of 
North  America  edited  by  Dr.  Theodore  Jasper 
and  published  by  Jacob  H.  Studer  &  Co.,  33  Bar- 
clay street,  New  York,  and  at  Columbus,  Ohio. 
The  entire  work  will  consist  of  about  thirty-six 
monthly  parts  and  contain  illustrations  and  descrip- 
tions of  over  six  hundred  different  species  of  birds 
comprising  all  that  are  known  to  exist  on  this  con-  ; 
tinent.  A  popular  description  of  the  habits  and  j 
characteristics  of  each  will  be  given,  together  with 
a  full  scientific  classification  of  all,  aided  and  illus- 
trated by  another  series  of  engravings  giving  first, 
the  skeleton  of  a  bird;  second,  a  bird's  wing;  third, 
the  position  and  form  of  the  feathers;  fourth,  the 
terminology  of  a  bird;  fifth,  about  forty  plates  illus- 
trating different  groups  of  birds. 

Altogether  the  work  will  make  two  volumes  of 
about  300  pages  each.  The  drawings  are  made  on 
stone  and  carefully  colored,  and  the  work  entire 
will  contain  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  these 
drawings  each  about  12  by  15  inches.  A  copy  of 
this  work  should  he  in  every  school  and  public 
library  to  foster  and  encourage  in  the  young  a  love  of 
the  study  of  ornithology. 


Many  thoughtless  people  sneer  at  those  who  give 
any  considerable  attention  to  rearing  poultry,  sup- 
posing, in  their  ignorance,  that  such  an  occupation  is 
fit  only  for  women  or  children.  True  there  is  much 
in  the  business  to  enlist  the  women  and  children, 
but  it  is  of  sufficient  importance  al-o  to  demand  t lis 
attention  of  men  of  mind  and  of  means.  When  it  is 
remembered  that  the  egg-product  of  this  country 
—to  say  nothing  of  the  dressed  fowls — amounts  to 
millions  of  dollars  annually,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  "chicken  business"  is  not  so  insignificant  as  it 
might  be.

Entries  may  be  made 
by  letter  or  in  person,  but  in  all  cases  the  names  of 
the  varieties,  number  of  pairs,  and  the  name,  resi- 
dence, and  postoffice  address  of  the  exhibitor  must 
be  explicitly  stated. 

4th. — It  will  not  be  necessary  for  exhibitors  to 
accompany  their  specimens,  which  may  be  sent  in 
i  care  of  the  Society.  Such  specimens  will  be  prop- 
erly cared  for  during  the  exhibition  and  promptly 
returned  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  the  owner  may 
direct.  Exhibitors  must  pay  transportation  both 
ways. 

5th. — Premiums  will  be  awarded  for  merit  solely. 
"The  American  Standard  of  Excellence,"  revised 
edition,  will  be  strictly  adhered  to.  In  no  case  will 
the  first  premium  be  awarded  where  the  specimen 
does  not  come  up  to  a  high  standard  of  excellence. 

6th  — The  judges  are  all  selected    for  known 
familiarity  with  the  qualifications  of  the  specimens 
on  which  they  have  been  requested  to  act.  No 
judge  shall  be  an  exhibitor  in  a  class  where  his  de- 
I  cision  is  to  be  given.    If  collusion  direct  or  indirect 
|  is  ascertained  between  exhibitors  and  judges,  the

excluded  from  competition. 

7th. — No  specimen  or  -pen  may  under  any  circum- 
stances compete  for  more  than  one  prize  except  for 
specials.

The  society  will  furnish 
coops  for  classes  A.  B.  C.  D.  E.  F.  "and  G.  at  fifty 
cents  per  coop.  In  all  other  classes  exhibitors  must 
I  furnish  neat  and  well-made  coops.  Exhibitors  wish- 
j  ing  the  society  to  furnish  coops  must  notify  the 
Secretary  ten  days  previous  to  the  exhibition. 

10th. — In  no  case  will  premiums  be  awarded  where 
the  specimen  does  not  come  up  to  the  following  scale 
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of  points,  as  per  the  revised  edition  of  the  new 
American  Standard : 

1st  &■  Special  Premium  Birds  must  score  not  less  than  90  points.
